Three hundred and twenty convicts 
were shackled in pairs this morning 
and placed in a special train, fifty in 
a car, and, under charge of the prison 
officials and a troop of state troops, 
were transferred to the Michigan city 
irison. This was 'done . to carry out 
;he provision of the recent law making 
the Jeffersonviiie prison a reformatory 
for first term prisoners and the Michi- 
gan city prison for more harded prison- 
ers. 
A similar train left Michigan 


city with prisoners from there to be 
confined in the reformatory. 
Besides 


shackling the prisoners in pairs, all 
the bell-lopes were removed from cars 
and the closet doora removed. No at- 
tempt to escape is anticipated. 
The 


trains had the right of way and made 
no stops except where necessary for 
changing or replenishing the engines.

A plot for the wholesale escape -of 


prisoners at the county jail was discov- 
ered by Sheriff Rickey this morning in 
time to prevent the delivery. 
The 


sheriff went up stairs to get a prisoner, 
who was wanted down stairs, and in 
opening the door noticed that the look 
was sprung and the key turned with 
difficulty. 
He managed to get it open' 


and looked it again without expressing 
his suspicion. 
Later he called one of 


the prisoners in the lower part of the 
jail and questioned him, learning that 
the movements of the ten prisoners, 
who are upstairs, the past two days 
were quite suspioious. He then went 
up stairs and investigated. He found 
in one of the cells several iron bars. A 
bar about an inch thick, which ex- 
tended from the floor to the ceiling, 
had been torn down and bioEen into 
three pieces. 
Another bar used as a 


support for the wash stand had been 
broken loose. The prisoners bad taken 
these and pried the door until it was 
twisted out of plumb. 
Sheriff Rickey 


and family were away yesterday at the 
home of the sheriff's mother, at Har- 
risonville, who is very ill. 
President 


Dover"nud "Dude" Rickey were at the 
jail, and the prisoners had planned to 
break out then, thinking they could 
easily overpower the two men on. duty. 
They sprung the door open far enough 
for a man to get his head through, but 
were afraid to crawl out for fear it 
would spring back and crush them in 
the door. 
They decided then to wait 


until night and force the door clear 
open. 
It would have been easy for the 


ten prisoners upstairs to walk out and 
overpower any guards who might in- 
terfere. 
There are also eight prisoners 


down stairs who could have climbed up 
and escaped with the rest of them. 


The sheriff will investigate the mat- 


ter thoroughly, and in the meantime- 
all the prisoners will remain looked up 
in their cells. 


How they secured the iron bar and 


broke it into several pieces without at- 
tracting the attention of those about 
the-jail is a mystery.

Italy, Austria-Hungary, the United 
Kingdom, and one-third less than the 
volume from Russia, 


"The falling off in German immigra- 


tion is due to the fact that the German 
government is doing its best to discour- 
age it on the one hand, while lately 
the Qnited States has been doing the 
same by restriction laws. The hard 
times, of course, have had the greatest 
effect. 
Still this country has been get- 


ting, up until the last two or three 
years, a large proportion of German 
immigrants. In the five years from 
1889 
to 1893, inclusive, according to 


German statistics, of the 517,000 peo- 
ple who left the Fatherland, $483,000 
went to the United States, and only 
34,000 to all other countries."

In the late campaign the income tax 


was vehemently denounced, and the 
criticism of the supreme court by the 
Chicago convention was declared to be 
anarchy. The same people that oallet 
she Bryanites anarchists for advocating 
an income tax and criticizing the court 
have denounced the same court more 
vehemently for the anti-pooling decis- 
ion. 
And in New York, with only a 


single vote in the negative, the legis- 
lature has passed the graduated" inheri- 
tance bill, known as the Roberts plan, 
having been recommended in a weighty 
report by Controller Roberta. The bill 
is a concession to the principle involved 
in the income tax scheme. The unani- 
mity with which it passed the New 
York legislature is remarkable, and it 
was denounced with precissly the same 
loose statements as were put forth 
against the federal income tax—that it 
was socialistic and all that. The New 
York law levies a tax of five per cent 
on inheritances of personal property to 
the value of $500,000, and a further 
tax of one per cent, for every additional 
$250,000 up to §3,000,000, when the 
tax would be fifteen per cent. Above 
this sum there is no increased taxation. 
When the beneficiaries of a will are 
the near kinsmen of the deceased the 
tax is but one per cent, on the personal 
estate up to $1,000,000, and it ia in- 
creased at the rate of 
l-< of I per cent, 


on each -3250,000 up to §2,500,000, and 
1 per cent, on each §250,000 additional 
up to s.-!,000,000, -when the maximum 
of 10 per cent is reached.

one strong reason for passing this law 
was that the late Jay Gould left psr- 
sonl property to the amount of §30,- 
000,000, as shown by an inventory 
published after his death. He never

will be more shoes made in Ports- 
mouth this year .than ever before. This 
statement, in view of the general de- 
pression and numerous failures of shoe 
factories all over the country the past! 
year, 
may need some 
explanation. 


There has been an unusually large 
number of failures the past year, but 
the effect is to increase the 'demands 
upon those which are substantial and 
in operation. 


Portsmouth has suffered some, but 


there are today eight factories in oper- 
ation in this city, with a total capacity 
of nearly 8,000 pairs of shoes per day. 
Last season was a good one, and the 
orders and other indications so far this 
season justify the statement that there 
will be mere shoes mado here in 1897; 
than there has been in any previous 
year. 
The boys are on the road hust- 


ling aud reports from them are very 
encouragiug. 
The:faotories will soon 


be running at nearly full capacity. 


As stated above, the factories, as 


they stand today, are equipped to turn 
out nearly 8,000 pairs per day, as fol- 
lows: Drew Selby & Co., 4,000; Star, 
1,000; Exoolsior, 1,000; Heer, 600; 
Standard, 500; Turned, 400;' Tremper, 
800; 
Soioto, 100. These figures 
are 


approximate, and not the exact capaci- 
ties. 


While it is not probable that all the 


factories will work up to their full ca- 
pacities, 78 percent, of the above figures 
would be a very conservative estimate. 
Mr. Drew, of Drew, Selby & Oo.'s, 
says they will make at least 9,000 
pairs per day the coming season. Some 
will run to their full capacity. 
On 


this basis at least 6,000 pairs will be 
made daily. 
The outlook is very en- 


couraging to employes of the factories, 
as well as to business men, generally, 
as it meaans prosperity for all.

Who Died atSclotovllle Saturday—Her 


Strange Experience. 


Lizzie Jones, the Wellston woman 


who was found at Sciotovilcle about 
three months ago under very mysteri- 
ous circumstances, died Saturday at 
the home of a friend in Soiotoville. 
Her death was due to cold and con- 
sumption, contracted on the night she 
was found struggling in the river. 
It 


will be remembered that' she came 
down on the evening B. & O. S-W. 
train from her home in Wellston to 
visit a faimly in Soiotoville, with 
whom she made her home for a num- 
ber of years. The story she tells of 
having been taken from the tram by 
two men, gagged and carried to the 
nver and thrown in, has never been 
ooiroborated. Every effort was made 
to find some trace of the two men, but 
without success. 


The woman's mind was sadly un- 


balanced when rescued from the water 
by parties who heard her screams. The 
accepted theory is that in a moment of 
mental aberration she left the train, 
and going to the river, jumped in with 
suicidal intent. 
The water was very 


shallow, and after floundering about 
for a few moments, she raised the cry 
for help. 


Since the night of her rescue she has 


been unable to leave her bed, aud al- 
though her folks at Wellston were in- 
formed of her condition, they refused 
to oome near her. 
She was to have 


been removed a few days ago to the 
county infirmary, but her oondiiton 
would not permit.

The Entire Force Was Uuder Command

Jery conflicting as to what really hap- 
pened last Friday when the frontier 
was crossed by insurgents. A special 
correspondent went to Larissa and as- 
certained that the invaders numlbered 
upward of 3,000. 


Among them were Amillare Cipriani, 


and ftis Italian volunteers. The entire 


* force was under the command of three 


cx-offlcers of the Greek army, K<apsa.l- 
opoulas, Mylanos and Ziepetros, and 
four Macedonian chiefs, Zermas, Davel- 
is, Vrakas and Sarantio. 


The rendezvous was at Koniskos, a 


Tillage near Kalabaka. The men were 
all fully armed and wore the national 
•costume.' 


On Friday a monk from Mount 


Athos, assisted by his abbot and two 
deacons held a religious service at 
Koniskas, at which all members of the 
invading body partook of the sacra- 
ment *nd registered the oath of the or- 
der, "Liberty or Death." , 


In addition to large quantities of am- 


munition aad provisions the force had 
£3,000 gold. 


During .Friday night following the 


service the frontier was5 crossed, 'the 
force moving in the 
direction of 


Schuik. While this movement was in 
progress a second band, the number of 
rwhom is yet unknown, 'had a rendez- 
vous at Nezeros, on the frontier, about 
35 kilometres north ef Larissa and 
near the coast. 


The roar of artillery can be plainly

Karya, where Sinsinikos is evidently 
forcing matters.

culture. 
It is based upon a chart prepared 


under the direction of the Chief of the 
weather bureau, showing the extent of 
the flood on April C. To (this chart the 
department has applied the crop sta- 
tistics of 1896 as representing more 
closely than any other available data 
the acreage and value of the crops of 
1S97 now in jeopardy. ^ 


The statistics of population, of the 


number and acreage of farms and of 
the value of farms and farm imple- 
ments are those of the census, and the 
statistics of livestock are the depart- 
ment's own figures for Jan. 1, 18971 


The total area under water on April 


6 waa about 15,800 square miles, of 
ivilch 7,900 square miles were in Mis- 
sissippi. 4,500 in Arkansas,; 1,750 in 
Missouri, 1,200 in Temnessee and 450 
in Louisiana. 


This region contained in 1890 a pop- 


ulation of 379,685, of which 186,489, or 
eJbout one half, was 
in Mississippi. 


Taking the entire region the colored 
population outnumbered the Whites in 
the proportion of 12 to 7. 


The flooded districts contain, It is 


estimated, about 39,500 farms, of which 
about 18,500 are in Mississippi, nearly 
10,000 in Arkansas, and a like number 
about equally divided between Mis- 
souri and Tennessee. These farms can- 
tata a 'total area of about 3,800,000 
acres. 
/ 


The total number of acres Improved 


at the taking Of the last census was 
about 2,000,000, and 
about • 1,500,000 


were last year devoted 'to cotton and 
corn, to which crops 
nearly 95 per 


cent of the entire acreage cultivated 
is devoted. 


The livestock on hand Jan. 1 of the

Herchaad Prosecutes His Expedition To- 


ward Headwaters of Kile. 


- 'Brazzaville, Africa, April 12.—People 
have been waiting many days for au- 
thentic news aibout Merchand's expe- 
dition. The leaders were at Brazza- 
ville, but the road 'between Manyanga 
and Brazzaville, a distance of about 75 
miles, waa closed on account of petty 
wars among the 'natives, and Mer- 
«hand's men could not get their 3,000 
loads of supplies up to Brazzaville to 
proceed on their journey up the Mo- 
bangl river toward the equator. As a 
\ast reaort Merc-hand iburned every vil- 
fag1} on the Manyanga road, killing a 
few hundred natives and taking all 
their livestock for food. 


Upon arriving at Brazzaville we 


found Merchand making preparations 
to go to the-relief of the men at the 
Quello river crossing. This wias the 
pretext of declaring war against 
the 


natives. The details of the battles were 
received from one of his soldiers who 
returned here. 


The first real skirmish was with a 


chief named Mobyalla, who, or eome 
of his tribe, killed a French soldier 
a/bout a year ago. Merchant's men 
ha .flintlocks sjOy.s?e f-,ythe etaoloi 
marched on the village. 
Mobyalla 


showed resistance, but his flint locks 
were not equal to modern rifles. 


•Mofbyalla was wounded and his head 


was cut off and brought to 'Brazzaville. 
The natives gay over 100 men were 
killed in the village, but Merchant's 
soldiers assert-that the number was not 
more than 25 or 50. 


After the batle the Tillage was 


burned. Continuing their march, the 
villages along the Manyanga road 
were surrounded at inight, and, as day- 
light appeared, the natives were awak- 
ened by the blast of a trumpet and, as 
they cam« out of their huts were shot 
down on all sides. Village after village 
was destroyed in this manner, no 
.quarter being given. 


T-he natives used clay balls in their 


old muskets, having burned them dry 
to aJbout the consistency of brick. 
fMerchand'B men were struck by these 
clay balls, but were not wounded seri- 
ously. 


The expedition consists of 14 white 


officers and 163 black soldiers from the 
western Soudan, called Senegalez, but 
are by right Soudaneze. 


Merchand and some of the white offi- 


cers came direct to Brazzaville, 'but the 
main body did not succeed in getting 
here until Jan. 12.
